Suleiman Ali then took the fleer. Me érew gov, 
attention to the neads of Halba and Akker in the Serth 
whitch bad not yet received their menthiy ratiens od 
ned that communist eleuents as the Economy ater 
had stated were fomenting trouble in those dig ee. 
"Yet", he deslared, “even communists are human beings 
ond aust eat”, 


Ali then demanded that the gev. should adapt a 
firs stand towards all fomentera of trouble, so that 
honest cltisens demanding redresa of grievances should 
be distinguished fren these fomenters, 


Ali then generally oritieised gev. action in Zahle. 
He aaserted that the inhabitants of the tom were peace« 
fully inalined aa was evident frou the Monday demonstra= 
tions and that the despatoh of the army was a short= 
sighted and irreaponsible aation, 


Riad Bey then teek the Heer. He expressed his 
surprise that Ali sheuld have so suddenly expoused the 
cause ef the oppesition, althougs "until yesterday he 
waa our ally". Aiad Bey then affirmed that according 
to the muhafex of the Morth the peeple of Halba and 
3 had themselves rejected the rations when effered 

om, 


He continued to eritieine the repeated attacks 
against the Lebanese Arey shiek he stated sheuld elwags 
remain above reproach. He then out sued the reasons 
for the ree af the army to % (very auch on 
yesterday's lines), and asserted thet he had mentioned 
damm em only once in his statement of the previous 
day (whieh, in, of eourse, an incorrect Sanertion). He 
went on to aay that had the military regulations been 
fully applied at Zahle “mmdveds weuld have been killed*, 
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In answer to the statements of Junblat be 41 
that many of the cases to which reference had bea made 
by Jumblat were being considered either by the gev, or 
by the Lav Courts, ‘ 


As to rations, these were auply available in the 
eountry which was much better off than many other 
¢oun a. Also, Riad Bey assured the aber 
Was no food crisis altheugh there was on pens a, 
evisia in the spirits of certain peaple wanted to 
interfere in everything". Riad oy Shs not wish to be 
taken as referring te the drivers „ strike was a 
genuine atrike just as the strikes fer rations wi 
also goxmaine strikes" but for the "second and Last 
Time" he wished to state that "there were destructive 
communist elenents in the country", 


Riad Bey consluded by stating that the Lebanese 
had warn leyelty aad allie, ee to the present Rug 
and to a Covenant (Arab Le ) whieh 41 nad — 
ingly aceepted, Only death sould put an end to this 
Texel ty. And as for reform, this was the objestive of 
every me, but referm was not as easily deme ag said 
aince it demanded perseverance and time for mature
